Once it is conceded that the 
Korean soldiers are also hired out 
to the Americans, however, the 
similarity must end there. The 
term “mercenary,” in its deroga- 
tory sense, does not belong to them. 

For one thing, the Hessians were 
men literally for hire, by anyone. 
It is ¢conceivable that they would 
have fought on the American side 
-—if our Congress had had both the 
idea and the money to back it— 
and always supposing the Hessians’ 
British neighbors would put up with 
such conduct on their part. 

It is not in the cards that the 
South Koreans would fight, at this 
time, on the side of the Red Chi- 
nese. They are our allies. Their 
interests are bound up in ours, as 
those of the Hessians never were 
with the British. 


Also, we are occupants of their 
country, not they of ours. Can a 
soldier be considered a mercenary 
when he acts in defense of his own 
land? Or may the American Ariny 
be justly accused of “mischievous 
imperialism” in occupying South 
Korea, as the Communists would 
like the world to believe?

THE BONUS is payable for serv- 
ice between 25 June 1950 and 27 
July 1953, inclusive. Holders of the 
Korean Service Medal qualify for 
$15 per month for actual time in 
the combat theater; all eligibles 
who have served elsewhere may 
collect $10 per month for their 
countable time. Maximum payment 
is $500. 

Regulars with continuous service 
four years immediately prior to 25 
June, 1950, are ineligible unless 
they hold the Korean Medal and 
were still bona fide Pennsylvania 
resident as of 8 July, 1958.

The measures would give NSLI 
policyholders the additional cov- 
erage without their having to pay 
additional dollars. The “extras” 
would be paid for from the ex-GIs’ 
annual premiums. 

The double indemnity clause 
would give survivors of an ex- 
serviceman with $5000 insurance 
$10,000 if the veteran policyholder 
died a violent death er from any 
accidental causes. Survivers weuld 
get only the single amount if the 
veteran policyholder died under 
normal conditions. 

The other provision would give 
NSLI policyholders $10 monthly 
for every $1000 of regular insur- 
ance if they become totally disabled 
and stay that way for six months. 
The disability checks would start 
rolling to the veteran the first day 
of the seventh month. 

A similar measure was signed 
into law last year giving NSLI 
holders the option of acquiring the 
disability coverage. The Teague 
measure would make the disability 





coverage automatic.

Justice Code: 


To Congress 


One of the first things the House Armed 
Services committee expects to consider this 
year is revision of the Uniform Code of Mili- 
tary Justice, according to a recent statement 
by the chairman. 

This is good news. 

The Code is a very sweeping set of laws. 
It has also become a very controversial one. 

It has been in effect now for seven full 
years. In all that time, the Code has not been 
reviewed by Congress—except for some short 
hearings held about ;three years ago which 
were not completed. 

This may be taken, in a way, as evidence 
that the Code is probably sound at its base. 
If fundamental defects existed, the pressure 
upon Congress to act would long since have 
become irresistible. 

But the Code is certainly not perfect. A 
number of defects have become evident, ly- 
ing mostly in the area of court procedures, 
which are unduly cumbersome and time-con- 
suming. 

Several years ago, the service Judge Ad- 
vocates General and the three judges of the 
Court of Military Appeals, which administers 
the Code, agreed on a number of changes. 
These changes are embodied in a bill which 
the Armed Services committee will consider. 

None of the changes is particularly earth- 
shaking. The principal one would allow com- 
manders to administer somewhat heavier 
punishment than is now within their right. 
They would be able to fine an enlisted per- 
son up to half a month’s pay, or confine him 
for as much as seven days; to fine an officer 
up to half his pay for two months, instead of 
half of one month’s pay. The idea is to re- 
duce the number of courts martial. 

Of course, there are those who would like 
to hedge the accused about with ever more 
protection than the Code now provides. And 
there are also those who wish to “tighten” 
the Code drastically, mainly by curbing the 
power of the Court of Military Appeals. 

We cannot agree with the extremist view- 
point on either side, though owning that we 
have more sympathy for-the latter group now 
than we had a couple of years ago. Since 
Judge Ferguson succeeded the late Judge 
Brosman, the court has embarked on a pro- 
gram of military justice more and more like 
civilian justice. It has sometimes acted wise- 
ly in this regard, sometimes (we believe) not 
so wisely. 

However, the remedy— if remedy is need- 
ed—is not to curb the top court’s present 
power to take cases for review. Both the 
Quinn-Brosman-Latimer and the Quinn-Lati- 
mer-Ferguson courts have corrected some 
outrageous miscarriages of justice. 

Rather, we think the Congress ought to 
consider whether it should spell out more 
clearly the differences that should exist be- 
tween military and civilian trial processes. 

Debate in that area would probably prove 
productive of much good. 

That is why the hearings promised for 
this year are important. They should not be 
rushed. Congress will, or should, want to 
hear not only the Judges and the Judge Ad- 
vocates General, but some line commanders, 
some lawyers who have experience in mili- 
tary justice, and the American Bar Associa-

To a Congressman 


Would you please publish this letter 
as an open letter to my Congressman? 
He may be a Congresman from any one 
of the 49 states. 

You see, ] don’t know who my Con- 
gressman is or will be. I have 14 months 
to go to retire, from 20 years service 
in the Army. That means to me that 
on retirement I must decide on one 
of the 49, in which to live, continue 
to raise my family, and incidentally 
vote in, , 

So you can see that the only contact 
that I will have with my Congress- 
man has to be an open letter. 

Since only my Congressman should 
be interested in my name, please de- 
lete it from the published letter. If my 
letter arouses his interest you may 
furnish him my name. 


HONORABLE Congressman; Dear Sir: 

Why are the involuntarily released 
AUS (Army of the United States) war- 
rant officers and officers not given the 
same recognition that the involuntarily 
released Reserve warrant officers and Re- 
serve officers receive? 

The involuntarily released Reserves 
were receiving one-half a month’s pay for 
each year of service, not to exceed 18 
years as severance pay. This has recent- 
ly been increased to two’months pay for 
each year of service, not to exceed 12 
years. 

Surely Congress did not intend to set 
the Reserves up as a special class: of non- 
regular members and purposely omit 
other non-regular people from the sevér- 
ance pay bill. 


When I received my AUS appoint- 
ment ther@ was an equal amount of recog- 
nition and benefit. It had not yet been 
monetarily pointed out that any benefits 
would go to Reserves only. When I did 
become aware that in addition to serving 
as an AUS warrant officer, I could also 
apply for. a.Reserve appointment; I put 
in my application for and received a Re 
serve warrant .officer appointment, 

Shortly afterwards, Congress: passed 
the severance pay bill, whch has been in 
terpreted as reading ‘FOR RESERVES 
ONLY.” To qualify: -serve- five years 
active. duty as~-a Reserve officer or Re- 
serve warrant officer. I served six years 
as an AUS warrant officer, the last 2% 
years with the Reserve warrant: officer ap- 
pointment on file only. 

The severance pay is a good and just 
way of recognizing and rewarding Re- 
serve warrant officers and officers for 
their years of military service rendered 
our government. It also enables them to 
properly adjust themselves to a_ greatly 
decreased "income and pay financial. obli- 
gations ineurfed while on Beserve «duty. 
In the same manner so should the AUS 
warrant officers and AUS officers be eom- 
pensatedeand rewarded.

WASHINGTON — The Selection

Change Would Save Pay 


Refunds for 


WASHINGTON—The Pentagon 
is coming to the rescue of hundreds 
of retired soldiers threatened with 
(1) a pay cut and (2) having to 
repay the government money. 

Involved are men retired before 
last year’s pay bill whose retired 
checks are computed on pay drawn 
at actual retirement time, rather 
than on the rate drawn at time 
of application for retirement. 

Recently, the Comptroller ruled 
that such pay must be figured on 
the basis of pay drawn at time of 
application, which was contrary to 
the way the services had been figur- 
ing it. 

Last year’s pay raise law allows 
persons retiring after 1 June 1958, 
to compute their retired pay on 
the basis of the amount drawn at 
actual retirement time.

MEANTIME, the services have 
asked the Comptroller to withhold 
collections of the back money pend- 
ing Congressional approval of the 
amendment.

Army Lets First Contract 
For Lightweight M14 Rifle 


An Army spokesman said that 
not enough money has been made 
available to the Army for it to buy 
the M14 in the large quantities it 
would like so that it can equip all 
its combat forces with weapons 
chambered for the NATO 7.62 
cartridge. Such a step would vastly 
simplify the Army’s ammunition 
storage, shipment and issue sys- 
tem, since the M14, M15, and M60 
guns are designed to replace other 
weapons using three different 
kinds of ammunition. 

The contract awarded to Win- 
chester will mean that the deliv- 
ered price of the first 35,000 rifles 
will be about $117.60 each. 


M-60 Tank Purchase 
Awaits Budget Okay 


WASHINGTON—The Army this 
week needed only Bureau of the 
Budget approval to begin ordering 
its new medium M-60 tank after 
the Defense Department gave it a 
green light. 

Budget officials said that action 
on the Army’s request to proceed 
should come within 30 days. 


If the proposal goes through, ac- 
cording to the Army, first orders 
could still be placed in calendar 
year 1959. 

The.new tank, which will have a 
105mm gun instead of the 90mm 
gun used on the M-48A2, was de- 
signed as the Army’s answer to Rus- 
sia’s high-performance medium and 
heavy tanks.

of this went to pay for my compulsive of- 
ficers’ club membership dues. 

During the last three years, when It 
seemed that I would continue on active 
duty to retirement as a chief warrant of- 
ficer, I slowly began making some much 
needed purchases, Nine months before 
the end of my six-year tour of warrant 
officer duty, I purchased some new, badly 
needed furniture, a new car, and was 
even compelled to buy the new uniforms, 
costing well over $200. 

These new uniforms, which I cannot 


now use, are not even deductible on my 
income tax return. 

All these purchases were made before 
receiving my notice that due to the cut 
in the size of the Army, etc., my services 
were not required beyond the end of my 
then present category.

UPON RELEASE as a chief warrant 
officer, I still had these obligations to pay 
off. To meet these debts, I have had to 
go further into debt, while at the same 
time waiting for Congress to rectify the

miles west of Boston. 

Today the post is the largest 
military installation in New Eng- 
land, Practically every family in 
the entire six state area has at 
some time felt the impact of this 
fort, for thousands of soldiers have 
come and gone through its gates. 
During Wars I] and II and through- 
out the Korean conflict, it operated 
reception centers for incoming 
troops, and maintained separation 
centers for those returning from 
military duty and leaving the serv- 
ice. 

*- * 7 

FROM its opening as a fledgling 
camp in 1917, many changes have 
taken place. Buildings have been 
torn down and replaced; locations 
of units have been changed and 
many new units added. A common 
experience of returned “old sol- 
diers” visiting the post after a 
lapse of years is their inability to 
locate where their units were bil- 
leted. 

About the only recognizable 
landmark is Fire Station #1, still 
in the same location and still the 
same building. 


As a result of continuous face 
lifting, the fort now presents a 
more modern aspect. Many new 
buildings have been erected, so 
that “Fort Devens now contains 
some 228 permanent and 1361 tem- 


porary buildings. 

Some of the newer structures are 
air conditioned. Housing sections, 
Devencrest in the town of Ayer and 
Harvardevens, situated on the res- 
ervation, take care of 1234 families. 
New construction is planned.

This is about the size of Lowell, 
two-thirds the size of Fitchburg 
and one half the size of Worcester, 
adjacent cities with a combined 


population of about a quarter of 
a million people. 

There are 123 miles of 30 ft. 
paved roads and 24 miles of gravel 
roads 20 ft. wide. The post has six 
vehicular bridges and there are 
four miles of railroad track. 

Included. in the buildings, be- 
side headquarters, barracks and 
living quarters for officers and en- 
listed men, there are eight fire sta- 
tions, 10 chapels, three schools in- 
cluding a nursery school, five mo- 
tion picture theaters and one play- 
house, three service clubs, a sports 
arena, a gymnasium, three libraries, 
a radio-TV studio, a craft shop, a 
post office, a guest house, a bath- 
house, Boy Scout facilities, Red 
Cross buildings, an officers club- 
house and an NCO clubhouse. 

The 200 bed hospital is for the 
treatment of military personnel 
and dependents. During 1958 more 
than 1000 babies were born in the 
maternity section.

NOW, instead of only the original 
Main Gate leading out te the town 
of Ayer, there are two other gates, 
giving access to the fort through 
the northeast gate in the post ord- 
nance area, and the other, known 
as the Jackson Gate, off the re- 
cently completed Route #2 be- 
tween Harvard and Mitchburg. 

Historically, ‘“Willard’s  Dra- 
goons,” the first military force 
west of Boston, was billeted here 
from 1657 to 1676, under the com- 
mand of Maj. Simon Willard of 
the British army, whose home is 
believed to have stood on the exact 
site of the Main Gate.

SO FAR, the troops report that 
most of the new gear is “as adver- 
tised.”.

FORT BANKS, Mass. — Coordin- 
ating the fire distribution of all the 
19 Nike sites that defend Boston 
and Providence, in order to avoid 
“over-killing” any one attacking tar- 
get, is among the most vital jobs 
undertaken at Fort Banks. 

In the past, fire distrittution was 
handled entirely by voice-telling. 
But, the voice-félling system could 
result in assigning the same target 
to two adjacent batteries. 

* * * 
ELECTRONIC research scientists 
devised the Missile Master system, 
a complex method which provides 
entirely automatie fire coordina- 
tion. Under Missile Master, all of 
the Nike batteries in a specific de- 
fense area would be electronically 
linked together in one vast net- 
work, each aware of what the others 
were doing. 

But the time involved in install- 
ing Missile Master, with its many 
component parts, forced stop-gap 
method. 

For the _Boston-Providence de- 
fense, Missile Master is now being 
constructed at Fort Heath in Win- 
throp, Mass. 

In the meantime, the Interim 
Battery Data Link (IBDL), with its 
electronic nerve center at Fort 
Banks, provides a fire-coordination 
system. 

IBDL automatically relays firing 
information to-all the Nike sites 
in the defense of Boston and 
Providence. IBDL will be ' ab- 
sorbed into the Missile Master sys- 
tem when the latter is completed.

With IBDL, all the Nike sites 
will have a picture of the firing ac- 
tivities within the Brigade. How- 
ever, IBDL does not provide this 
overall picture at Fort Banks. With 
Missile Master the entire command 
will be presented on a central radar 
scope, in this instance, at Fort 
Heath. 
In the past the problem has been: 
What Nike battery should fire at 
which plane in the event that many 
planes are attacking at once? 
Each battery has a Fire Unit In- 
tegration Facility (FUIF), coordi- 
nated by a master synchronizer lo- 
cated at Fort Banks. As a battery 
tracks a plane, the “track” is trans- 
mitted electronically to Banks 
where it is regenerated to the other 
sites. In this way, each battery can 
observe on its tracking scope (a 
large video screen) the tracking 
operations of all the other batteries.

WASHINGTON—The Army this 
week disclosed it.would give faster 
notification to major field com- 
mands on the number and type 
of enlisted replacements that they 
are to receive. 

According to the Army, “re- 
quests” from the field for earlier 
receipt of replacement reports have 
led to a re-scheduling of the en- 
listed personnel reporting and dis- 
tributing cycle. 

It was added: 


“Major commands receiving per- 
sonnel support from Department of 
Army will now receive information 
on the number of incoming per- 
sonnel from all sources and the 
MOS of personnel from thé train- 
ing base in the third month prior 
to the month of arrival., 

“This constitutes a gain of one 
month over the notification pre- 
viously given to the major com- 
mands.” 

The action, the Army added, 

‘ “will enable all commands to plan 
their enlisted distribution farther 
in advance and to improve utiliza- 
tion of personnel being made avail- 
able.”

THE ADVANCE forecast by 
MOS of replacements from training 
will be based on the inputs to ad- 
vanced individual training while 
the personnel reflected in it are 
in their second week of training.

MOS. The circular told command- 
ers that information on complete 
evaluation is prescribed in para- 
graph 10b, AR 40-503. 

Commanders also were instructed 
to use paragraph 6d, AR 611-201 
which says in effect that physical 
requirements set down by regula- 
tions are designed primarily as 
guides to initial selection and not 
as mandatory requirements of the 
job. 

Commanders also were instructed 
to ascertain, in accordance with 
paragraph 25b (2), AR 611-203, the 
capability of the EM to perform 
the duties associated with the MOS 
even though the physical profile 
may be lower than that specified 
for the MOS.

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WHEN evaluation results in a 
determination that physical ability 
does not preclude continued per- 
formance in the primary MOS, it 
was said, commanders will note 
on DA Form 20 that a change in 
MOS is not required.

Association will merge wtih the 
800-menmsber Air Force WO organi- 
zation to form the Warrant Of.- 
ficers’ Association. At that time a 
new constitution and by-laws will 
be offered for ratification by the 
combined memberships. 

Navy and Marine warrant of- 
ficers who have no separate organi 
zation, will be invited to join the 
combined all armed forces. war- 
rant officer association as individ 
ual members. Coast Guard WOs, 


.who already have their own organi- 


zation, are not expected to merge, 
since they fall under the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury and have sep- 
arate status and problems. 
The 200-member Army WO or- 
ganization set up in the Far East 
merged with the Mannheim group 
last September. The Alaska mem 
bership is now in the process of 
merging with the larger group. 
Total potential membership of 
the new WO organization will be 
approximately 14,000 men. Ap 
proximately 3800 WOs are in the 
Air Force, and the Army carries 
approximately 10.500.

SINCE THE Army WO Associa 
tion was formed by 60 initial mem 
bers on 8 March, 1957, its assets 
have’ increased to -the extent that 
dues could be reduced to $9 year- 
ly. Former dues were $12 yearly, 
with an additional $5 initiation fee. 
This initiation fee has now been 
dropped. 
After merger with AF WOs in 
July, new officers will include a 
president, to be rotated among the 
Army, Navy and Air Force each 
year, and a vice-president elected 
from each service. 
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The formation of the Army WO 
Association encountered some re- 
sistance from high Army officials 
in Europe, who felt that a separ- 
ate organization would not be in 
the best interests of the Army. 
Despite this, the WO group here 
secured approval of the Secretary 
of the Army by the time of its first 
convention, and has since received 
approval from the Secretary of 
Defense, the Senate and the House 
of Representatives.

BASIC AIMS of the all-service 
WO group will be to enhance the

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Tokyo Depot Secured 
By German Shepherds 


By ED COUDAL 


FORT HOLABIRD, Md. — Maj. 
William J. Martin’s command in 
Tokyo from 1953 to 1955 went to 
the dogs, quite literally and to the 
Army’s great satisfaction. 

The dogs involved were German 
shepherds, beribboned veterans of 
the Korean hostilities. The com- 
mand involved was the physical se- 
curity of the Tokyo Ordnance De- 
pot, at that time the largest ord- 
nance rebuilding depot in the 
world. 

Tokyo Depot is located in the 
Kita Ku (North Ward) of Tokyo, a 
politically unstable section of Ja- 
pan’s capital. Martin, the new pro- 
vost marshal at Fort Holabird, said 
the depot presented “a terrific se- 
curity problem” when he was re- 
assigned from duties in Korea. 

In his job as depot provost mar- 
shal and security officer, Martin de- 
cided that sentry dogs were the 
best answer to his problem. 

“There were many good reasons 
for requesting dogs to work with 
the human guards,” Martin said. 
“For one thing, a dog can see bet- 
ter, hear better and smell better 
at night, when the breaking and en- 
terings were taking place, than a 
human. An experienced man can 
sneak up behind a human sentry 
and the sentry will never know it 
until it’s too late. That shouldn't, 
and can’t, happen to a dog. 

* ~ * 


“Another reason is the respect 
people in foreign lands have for 
dogs. In the U.S. almost every dog 
is a pet, a pal. That’s not true in 
other countries. There, dogs and 
animals are kept for their ability to 
do a job and everyone realizes it. 
They know that a sentry dog is an 
animal you don’t fool with.” 

At the cessation of fighting in Ko- 
rea 163 scout dogs were turned over 
to Martin. He put them to use on 
perimeter guard duty. 

The introduction of the dogs 
proved a tremendous success. 
Breaking and entering stopped com- 
pletely. 

But it wasn’t quite as easy as it 
might sound. About three months 
of training were required before 
the dogs could be used. “We re- 
ceived scout dogs,” Martin explain- 
ed. “They’re trained to be evasive 


and silent, exactly the opposite of 
qualities you want in a sentry dog. 
A scout dog wouldn’t bark if his

THE TRAINING was laid out in 
four phases. First came familiar- 
ization of each dog with his assign- 
ed handler. Martin said: “Sentry 
dogs are trained to be loyal to one 
man, and one man only. A well- 
trained dog, no matter how hungry 
he is, will ignore food unless it’s 
given him by his handler.” 

Once the dogs and the handlers 
got to know each other, obedience 
training began. “First the dogs 
were taught to obey a variety of 
voice commands, then hand sig- 
nals,” Martin said. 

He continued: “The third phase 
was building the dog’s confidence 
in himself and the handler. The 
dogs were put through an obstacle 
course and taught to scale 10-foot 
walls, climb monkey bars and re- 
main calm while weapons were 
fired, sometimes right in their 
faces. 

“In the final stage the dogs were 
taught to attack. This is one of the 
big reasons we use German shep- 
herds. They have absolutely no re- 
gard for their own safety once they 
are ordered to attack. A shepherd 
will hurl himself at a man, or a 
car, or a locomotive, if ordered to 
—and continue to attack until the 
object stops moving or the handler 
calls him off.” 


* * 


MARTIN said the average Ger- 
man Shepherd weighs from 70 to 
100 pounds. He went on: “They’re 
very agile. That, combined with 
their weight, is the big part of the 
dog’s attack. Contrary to popular 
belief, it’s not only the dog’s bite 
that’s dangerous. 

“If a man is running away the 
dog will hurl himself at the man’s 
back, knocking him down. If the 
man is facing the. dog, the dog will 
hurl himself at the man’s chest, 
again knocking him down. It’s like 
being hit with a 100-pound sack of 
potatoes traveling at 30 mph. 

“If the man has anything in his 
hands the dog will attack that arm. 
To a dog, everything, even a brief- 
case, is a weapon. 

“I don’t want to discount the 
dog’s jaws. A German shepherd 
can snap his jaws shut with a force 
of about 600 pounds, enough to 
break the bones in a man’s arm or

dividual soldier would be required 
to maintain it from his or her 
clothing allowance. All clothing 
and equipment presently listed as 
organizational, which is issued, 
will be maintained by the individ- 
ual while in his possession. 

Upon discharge from active duty 
and any further military obliga- 
tions, individuals would be re- 
quired to turn in all clothing and 
equipment (less: one complete 
Class “A” seasonal uniform, socks, 
underclothing, etc.). Upon dis- 
charge, a certificate would be 
signed by the individual indicating 
that he or she has been informed 
that'the wearing of the uniform 
for general wear is prohibited by 
law. 

Those being transferred to Re- 
serve duty would retain their in- 
itial “allowance until released from 
all Reserve obligations, at which 
time they would be required to 
turn in all clothing and equipment, 
less that authorized upon dis- 
charge. Any shortage would be 
paid for by the soldier. 

As you will note, at no time did 
I mention personne] retiring after 
20 years service with regard to 
turn-in of clothing and equipment. 
Allowing at least 10 years for the 
average wear-out period for the 
uniform, personnel who retire due 
to length of service would retain 
all of their individual clothing and 
equipment as presently listed in 
the individual clothing «llowance 
list. 

At no time would individual 
clothing and equipment be turned 
in upon transfer to an issue-in-kind 
area. This policy would relieve 
replacement centers from being 
required to maintain stocks of 
clothing included in the initial al- 
lowance for issue to returnees 
from oversea areas. Only that 
clothing which is required in ad-

might be compared to taking off in 
a plane from one ocean liner to in- 
tercept another ocean liner, but 
with the ameliorating advantage of 
knowing the other liner’s course 
and speed.

SPEAKING of the two hearest 
planets, the figures involved are 
as follows. The planet Venus trav- 
els around the sun at a distance of 
67 million miles (from the sun, 
that is) and it moves at the rate of 
21.7 miles per second. Then comes 
the earth with a mean distance 
from the sun of 93 million miles, 
travelling in its orbit at the rate 
of 18.5 miles per second. The next 
planet, Mars, has a mean distance 
from the sun of 141.5 million miles 
and its orbital. veloeity is almost 
precisely 15 miles per second. 

a * + 

THE REASON, incidentally, that 
these: two planets are under con- 
sideration right now is that only 
Venus, Earth and Mars are at such 
distances from the sun that life as 
we know it might exist on them. 

Now a rocket fired for Venus 
would need 146 days to get there. 
A rocket fired for Mars would need 
260 days. Such lengths of time show 
that you have to be careful about 
your fuel consumption, which is a 
problem that will be with us for 
quite a number of years to come. 

While the rocket travels along 
the path that will bring it to the 
orbit of the neighboring planet that 
planet is moving too. They must 
meetin the same spot at the same 
time. But since we cannot shift the 
position of thé earth in its own or- 
bit we must wait until the relative 
positions of the two planets are 
such that the rocket’s path will-ac- 
tually intercept the target planet. 

This, unfortunately, does not 
happén too often. There are only 
five opportunities during the next 
ten years for shooting.to Mars. 
And during the same ten yéars 
there are only seven opportunities 
for shooting to Venus.

THE NEXT DATE on which a shot 
to Mars is. possible is the first of 
October 1960. That is the proper 
date: for reaching Mars with the 
least fuel expenditure. Actually 
Mars could also be reached a week 
earlier or a week later but such 
deviation from the most opportune 
date would cost a little more fuel. 
The mext chance for Mars after that 
is thé middle of November 1962, 
the Ghe after that the day before 
Christmas Eve of 1964.

It is possible that hundreds of former 
officers and warrant officers will owe their 
ability to collect readjustment payments, 
which they have so far been denied, to the 
fact that Jagers was not content to sit and 





complain about a Comptroller General de- 
cision but took forceful action.

I BELIEVE he has a good case. It appears 
to me that the Comptroller General was on 
very shaky ground in his ruling that, in order 
to collect readjustment pay, an individual in- 
-voluntarily released from active duty (by cate- 
gory denial, RIF, or otherwise), must have 
had five years Reserve status as well as five 
years active duty immediately before release..- 
It appears to me from reading the law that 
it says merely: that a man must be a Reservist 
on active duty and that he must have: been 
on active duty for five years immediately be- 
fore release, without regard to component. 

The intent of the law will be decided by the 
Court of Claims. 

Mr. Albright said that in costs alone, 
Jagers will have to pay out over $100 for 
his case.

In addition, it is his habit not to change 
his mind until he has been overruled on 
several similar cases. 

The result is that even if Sergeant Jagers is 
successful, it will take several more petitions 
in the Court of Claims before the 500-plus 
former warrant officers and others in peculiar 
circumstances like Jagers will be able to collect 
—unless, of course, the proposed legislation to 
grant these men relief becomes law.

IT MIGHT be well for a few of the more 
stout-hearted to join Sgt. Jagers in his claim.

These discussions are said to have 
taken place between Secretary of 
State Dulles and the British, 
French and West German foreign 
ministers during the Secretary’s re- 
cent European visit. 

Let’s see just what the East Ger- 
mans might do, Mr. Dulles is re- 
ported as having suggested—and 
then let’s see how we might react. 


For instance, an East German 
policeman tries to stop a Western 
military convoy. To deal with one 
* doesn’t require an armored 
column. He ‘justs gets knocked 
down or pushed off the road. 

Or, let’s say, the East Germans 
fell trees or otherwise block the 
highway. What happens? A West- 
ern working party removes the ob- 
stacle, covered by whatever force 
may be necessary to protect the 
workers from forcible interference. 
* * ” 


BUT MAYBE the East Germans 
go so far as to blow up a bridge? 
All right, the West sends engineer 
troops and equipment to repair the 
bridge or replace it by a temporary 
structure. Again, the engineers 
might need to be protected against 
interference, but this still isn’t a 
major military operation. Not nec- 
essarily, that is. It depends on 
what hapens—on how much inter- 
ference there is, how hard it is 
pressed, and of course whether the 
Soviets back it up with their own 
forces. 

This last is, naturally, the meat 
of the problem. 

Clearly, the kind of roadside 
scuffling that is suggested by the 
foregoing examples could very 
quickly develop into localized fight- 
ing on a fairly large scale if the 
East Germans put up resistance 
backed up by their own troops— 
of which they have perhaps 150,000 
to 200,000. But just as clearly, if 
the Soviet army keeps hands off, 
the East Germans would, in any 
such local contest, be likely ot take 
a rather bad beating. 

Nobody imagines —least of all 
the realistic Soviet military—that 
their East German stooge army has 
the quality or the stomach to give 
the United States Seventh Army a 
hard time, or the British Army of 
the Rhine, or the picked French 
armored troops which are still 
available in West Germany. 

™ * « 

IT IS UNTHINKABLE that the 
Soviets could permit a situation to 
arise in which—presuming they are 
unwilling to allow a general war 
to develop from the Berlin crisis 
—the East German Communists get 
kicked around by Western troops 
in the very heart of an East Ger- 
man population which is sullenly 
and grimly anti-Communist in vast 
majority. 

Any local disorder of this kind 
which came to the shooting point 
would almost surely become the 
flash-point and focus of an anti- 
Communist uprising. The Soviets 
have had some painful experiences 
along this line. There is some ques- 
tion in the minds of informed ob- 
servers as to whether the East Ger- 
man troops could be depended on 
to risk their lives in support of 
their Communist government. 

Even if they did, it is clear that 
the Soviets might very quickly be 
confrcnted with the choice of Ios- 
ing East Germany altogether or 
using their own troops under con- 
ditions which could lead to full- 
dress war, 





therefore, amounts to a trial of 
nerves. . 


If the Western powers stand firm 
—if they actually go ahead, for in- 
stance, with the clearance of ob- 
stacles or the restoration of bridges 
or whatever else may be 

to keep their military convoys mov- 
ing—t Soviets will not allow 
their East German stooges to offer 
armed resistance unless the Krem- 
lin is ready for war now. 


Indeed, if it becomes perfectly 


committed (and backed by their 
own public opinion) in doing these 
things, there may be no occasion 
for drastic action at all. 

Western decision hinges, if this 
analysis is reasonably accurate, on 
final judgment as to whether or 
not the Soviets are prepared to 
take the final risk of war rather 
than allow ‘the present status of 
Berlin to continue relatively un- 
changed. 

The best informed guess on this 
subject seems to be that the So- 
viets would be well advised to 
avoid a showdown for another cou- 
ple of years—until their missiles of 
all ranges, including interconti- 
nental, are more numerous and 
more accurate, and until the pene- 
tration powers of U. S. aircraft 
have been further reduced by im- 
proved Soviet defenses. 

This leaves out of account pos- 
sible imprevements in U.S. long- 
range missile capabilities. Under 
existing programs, these capabili- 
ties seem unlikely to be propor- 
tionately more formidable in So- 
viet eyes in, say, 1961 than they 
are ncw; less so if anything. The 
key word in this statement is “pro- 
portionately,.” 

So if the Soviets mean to fight 
rather than let Berlin stay “as it,” 
they will have better prospects a 
little later on than they have at 
present,

years are 26 January 1967 and the 
last day of February 1969. 

The opportune dates for shots 
to Venus occur a little more fre- 
quently, mostly because Venus 
needs only 224.7 days to go around 
the sun once. This means that there 
are more chances for the favorable 
position to take place. The first 
chance for a shot to Venus (will 
we be ready to take advantage of 
it?) comes on 8 June of this year. 
There is none in 1960, but the 
others are 13 January 1961, 16 
August 1962, 28 March 1964, 27 
October 1965, 5 June 1967 and 11 
January 1969. : 

The Russians will probably try 
for Venus in June. We probably 
won’t have a sufficiently large 
rocket by then. But the 1 October 
1960 opportunity for Mars and the 
13 January 1961 opportunity for 
Venus are likely to be utilized by 
both the Soviet Union and the 
United States.

OR the reader searching into

This is not a shortcoming. In-

High Light During Lenten Season 


AS the Lenten period progresses, 
the customs and ceremonies 
that mark the climax of the season 
— Holy Week and Easter — take 
on fresh and dramatic significance 
for many Americans of Christian 
faiths, 

These are the modern-day pil- 
grims who fly to the Holy Land to 
ease other pilgrims from many 
ands in retracing and re-enacting 
the Passion, Crucificion and Resur- 
rection of Christ. 

Their pilgrimage is often in the

Minerals—iron ore, manganese, 
bauxite—in the neighboring state 
of Minas Gerais will further bul- 
wak Goias’ economy once highways 
and railroads are built making in- 
dustrial expansion easy. 

Only a few weeks ago a testing 
train operated between Rio and 
Brasilia in 60 hours (The flight 
from Rio or Sao Paulo requires 
about three hours). Road commun- 
ications are not expected to be com- 
pleted before 1960. :

THREE IMPORTANT roads ra 
diating from Brasilia are under 
construction, One covering 700 
miles, leads to Sao Paulo, Brazil’s 
industrial center; the second, to 
Rio. via Belo Horizonte, also a plan- 
ned city, and the capital of Minas 
Gerais, The third, now being hack- 
ed through the Amazon jungle 
north of Brasilia will link the new 
capital to Belem, a port on the 
Amazon River and one of the key 
Brazilian cities served by Pan 
American, 

This trans-Brazilian highway will 
cover a distance of 1346 miles. It 
will unseal the vast Amazon region 
which contains one of the world’s 
most dense jungles known a few 
years ago only to Indians, and it 
will bring development to Brazil’s 
northern states which can be reach- 
ed now only by air or inadequate 
river steamship service. 

Target date for completing this 
vital artery, despite staggering en- 
gineering obstacles as well as heat, 
disease, snakes and cougars, is 
1961. 

Moving the seat of government 
nearer the center of Brazil has 
been a goal since 1789. The pres-

Needed: Answer to Area Planning 


HIS is the builders’ “space age” just as surely as it is the scientists’ and just as surely it needs intensive 
study, according to the FHA.

MPHS Offers 
Aid to Military 
House Hunters 


WASHINGTON. — Military Per- 
sonnel Housing Service is a rapidly 
growing new service organization, 
with representatives to serve mil- 
itary families in 157 cities, with 
more cities being added at the rate 
of 10 a week. 

The service was originated, de- 
veloped, and is operated by people 
who have been with the Armed 
Forces, who know the inconveni- 
ence and expense borne by the 
military family during the interval 
of searching for housing in new 
and unfamiliar surroundings. 

No charge for this service Is 
made to the military. A small 
charge, to cover clerical and mail- 
ing costs is made to the represent- 
ative 

MPHS works like this 


® The Serviceman picks up a 
yellow Information Request sheet 
from the Personnel Officer at the 
time he picks up his orders. 

® He fills it in and mails to 
MPHS, 422 Washington Build- 
ing, Washington 5, D.C. The soon- 
er received, the more time there 
is to work for him. 

® MPHS notifies the representa- 
tive of the individual family’s spe- 
cial needs. The representative does 
his utmost to find exactly what the 
family wants, and will have se- 
lected properties ready for inspec- 
t upon their arrival. At the 
same time, MPHS will notify the 
serviceman of the person to whom 
they have given the responsibility 
of assisting him 

® Thirty days after the service- 
man’s arrival at his new station, 
MPHS will send a reply postcard 
to him to be filled in briefly, with 
comments on the service given by 
the representative. MPHS wants to

“Too few know about the gov- 
ernment loans that have been made 
under the College Housing Pro- 
gram which are so vital in seeing 
that our young people can get the 
education they need. 

“Too few understand the Public 
Housing Program which is largely 
administered locally with Federal 
supervision to insure its integrity.” 

There should be a_ broader 
knowledge, too, he said, of the 
work that FHA is doing for eld- 
erly citizens, how it is moving 
into smaller communities with 
its Certified Agency Program, 
and how it is helping cities by 
insuring mortgages on rental 
housing projects, 

He said that some changes are 
being suggested to Congress, but 
what is needed most is a better 
understanding of what already is 
available and what is being accom- 
plished. 

In his new position as Adminis- 
trator, Mr. Mason pledged to do 
“everything within my power to 
assist and induce a dynamic ap- 
proach and dynamic action by all 
segments of industry to solve our 
housing problems and the related 
problem of urban decay.” 

He pledged every assistance to 
encourage dynamic action by com- 
munities themselves 

As at FHA, he will seek the 
advice of experts (advisory com- 
mittees from industry). 

As Administrator, he said, he 
will “continue. to encourage and

Bay area. 

A. E. Abel, general manager of 
the Radio Division of Bendix Avia- 
tion Corp., said the new device is a 
light weight, compact system based 
on the Doppler radar principle that 
has been used successfully on mili- 
tary planes.

Scientists See Earthmen 


Living on Other Planets 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. — Is there 
the possibility that some time from 
now a good portion of the earth’s 
population will be living elsewhere 
in the universe? “Yes,” says Dr. 
Arthur R. Kantrowitz, Director of 
AVCO Research Laboratories. 
“Migrations have always been a 
result of people running away from 
something, not towards something 
and you don’t have to look far today 
to see the pitchfork.” He referred 
to the potential power of nuclear 
energy which he said “needs the 
vastness of interplanetary space” 
to make a situation we can live 
with. 

Four prominent space scientists 
participated in a panel on “What 
the Future Holds for Man in Space.” 
They were Dr. H. Guyford Stever, 
former chief scientist, U.S. Air 
Force, and Associate Dean of En- 
gineering, MIT; Dr. Arthur R. Kan- 
trowitz, Director of AVCO Research 
Laboratories; Dr. Martin Schilling, 
missile program manager for Ray- 
theon, former chief of programs 
management staff, Redstone Ar- 
senal, and member of the German 
rocket team at Peenemunde; and 
Dr. Fred L. Whipple, director of 
the Smithsonian Astrophysical Ob- 
servatory. 

“Man is really needed in space 
for exploration,” said Dr. Whip- 
ple, “but at present, remote con- 
trol equipment can do better.” 
He said that lightweight teéle- 
metering devices can accurately 


read up to 100 instruments, some- 
thing which man, bothered by 
discomfort and other factors, can- 
not do. 


Whipple felt that using such in- 
strumentation, artificial satellites 
reporting via automatic computers 
could transform meteorology from 
an art to a science. Meteorological 
satellites could give wider cover- 
age, more frequently, and using 
computer techniques, would enable 
us to put the results to better use. 

* ot - 


WHAT DOES the future offer in 
the field of useful engineering ap- 
plications? Dr. Schilling described 
communications satellites which 
could solve problems of presently 
glutted communications channels. 
They would eliminate transmission 
problems related to earth curvature. 
One such program using 30 satel- 
lites could adequately cover the en- 
tire globe, he said, and far fewer 
would serve the United States. Pas- 
sive satellites, requiring no internal 
working parts, they would serve as 
reflector-relays handling simul- 
taneously military, civilian, and 
commercial traffic with no interfer- 
ence of interest. 

“No revolutionary discoveries are 
necessary,” said Schilling. Micro- 
wave power is now available and 
other techniques required are now 
known. We have only to do it. 

With active satellites, those con- 
taining mechanisms to scan, to re- 
lay TV signals, to power space en- 





gines, etc., there are still pressing 
problems.

FORT DIX, N. J.—A stepped 
up basic combst training program, 
which returned bayonet and hand- 
to-hand combat. instruction to the 
recruit’s life, has been introduced 
at Fort Dix. 

The Dix Operations and Train- 
ing Section announced that the 
new eight-week program, designed 
to accelerate the tempo of ttain- 
ing, was put into effect in all com- 
panies which started their ‘basic 
cycle as of 19 January.

The Junior Army Navy Guild 
Organization gives grants annually 
(last year it gave four) to service 
daughters living within-a radius of 
50 miles of D.C—BUT—just be- 
cause you don’t live here now 
doesn’t mean your daughter isn’t 
eligible. 

If you know, or have reason 
to believe, that you may be trans- 
ferred to this area by the time 
schools re-open next September, 
and your daughter is now a high 
school senior, she is eligible to 
apply for one of the $500 schol- 
arships, which may be used at the 
college of her choice. 

The 50-mile radius includes the 
Military District of Washington, 
Fort Belvoir and Fort Myer, Va., 
Fort Meade, Md., and Baltimore. 

These JANGO scholarships are 
available to daughters of officers 
of all branches of the service— 
Army, Navy, Air Force, Marines 
and Coast Guard. They are not 
self-perpetuating, but may be ap- 
plied for yearly. 

Sue told’ me that the deadline for 
this year is March 15, but so far 
only a few applications have come 
in. “Of course,” she said, “these 
scholarships are given on a basis 
of need.” 

I asked just what she meant by 
“need,” feeling the word might 
have caused a misunderstanding, 
that it might be confused with 
“destitute,” and that pride may 
be keeping some students from 
applying.

Once the new shooter decides he 
is going to break into the target 
game with the .22 he is then faced 
with the somewhat perplexing 
choice of shooting hardware. The 
woods are filled with peewee pis- 
tols. Some are target numbers, 
others are sort of ’breed guns, not 
exactly target models yet bearing 
some resemblance. And still others 
are out-and-out plinking guns. Then 
there is the further confusion of 
automatic’ vs. revolver. Unless you 
are well read into the problem the 
present array of .22 ordnance is 
only a little less confusing than a 
plenary session of the UN.

AS FOR FINGERING one of the 
five leading .22 autos, if a fellow 
has a little of the gambler in him

One 
of these target jobs is practically as 
good as the next. Differences are so 
small it gets down to a matter of 
personal preference. 

A highly opinionated gent my- 
self, there are some I like better 
than others. I shall, very directly, 
air my views but if I show partial- 
ity for one model over another I 
cannot back up my arguments with 
anything as tangible as a listing of 
more matches won, higher scores 
shot, tighter groups made, or indi- 
cate that more of the hotrock hand- 
gunners use one of the guns in pref- 
erence to the others.

Housing Situation in Europe 
Tight Now, and On Downgrade 


HEIDELBERG, Germany — The 
tight Army housing situation in 
Germany is due to worsen in the 
future because of a Department of 
Defense denia] of requests for per- 
mission to build new unite. 

The requested units for Germany 
were 5194 for fiscal year 1959 and 
5500 for fiscal year 1960. All were 
turned down on basis that no sur- 
plus commodity funds were avail- 
able for construction of housing in 
Germany, a USAREUR. spokesman 
revealed. 

Germany housing is_ presently 
11,000 short of the units needed for 
families authorized quarters, the 
spokesman said. This figure will 
rise as the drive for increase of 
concurrent travel brings additional 
families to Germany. 

On the positive side of the hous- 
ing picture is a drop in the Ger- 
many waiting time for quarters. 
Since 1957, the average waiting 
period has been forced down from 
7.7 months to 4.7 months. 


The concurrent 
too, reflects an improvement in 
the search for suitable housing. 
From a low of 49 percent concur 
rent travel in 1957, the rate has 
been brought to a high of 98 per- 
cent in November, 1959. The 
December rate was 81.5 percent. 

In France, the picture isn’t much 
brighter. For fiscal year 1959, 
Army officials here requested per- 
mission to build 2364 housing 
units. Washington approved 298, to 
be constructed out of surplus com- 
modity funds. For fiscal 1960, 
USAREUR requested authority to 
construct 2066 units. Authority has 
been received to build 400. 

The present housing shortage in 
France is 6800 units. Already un- 
der construction in France, and 
scheduled for completion in June 
j}are 1030 surplus commodity hous 
|ing units. 

The only place in

|Berlin, which draws funds from 
loccupation levies.
